The 
Scripture calls it Witcher aft : for with (uck ;7urmwrs and 
whiſpersas witches uſe, ( mermurs agaitiſt the preſenr 
government, and whiſpers ot nnreaſonable and inconſiſtent 
hopesin the projected Reformation) it becharmes and be- 
ſors their underſtanding. And that ſo univerſally and ſo 
deeply, as leldomecan any m_ reaſon undeccive _ :

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but the afflition of another conqueſt. The experience of 
Cyrenceſter, hath prov'd this obſervationtruc: who blin. 
ded and confident inthe beginning of the battell ſaw nor 
it's own error, till it's own flames ſhow'd ir, 

So God diſpos'd it, that on Saturday [anwary 21. 
1642. Prince Ruv « r's Highnefle, with a faier part 
of His Vizjeſties Army , began His march from Oxfrd 
Of Hoyſe helcd along five Regiments, beſides his own 
Troope of Life-guards: thercit being Footmen and Dra- 
Zooner:, Fower iniall Drakes or Field-peeces were drawn 
along, for ſecuring of the March. The deligne was, to 
relieve Colonell Haſtings, befteged ar his own houſe ar 
Aſhbr de ta Zoach in Leiceſter ſhire, For this purpoſe, the 
March was directed thorow Northamptonſhire ; bur 
hearing by the wav, how he valiant Colonell had made 
the Lord Cr4y to forſfakertheftege + the Prince thenalto. 
gcther diverted His thoughts and March, towards Cy- 
rewceſter. His Mayeſty was then ſent unto tor more For- 
ces, and ſome Pecces of Battery; and till thoſe could be 
brought up, His Highneſſe by ealy marches , paſled 
through Warwick ſhire, into Gloceſterſhire - upon Mun- 
24; , lan: ry 30. paſkng along by Swdtye Caſtle belonging 
to the Lord Chandoi., This Init the Satterday night be- 
fore, poſleſied by ſome part of the Rebells of Cyrenceſter, 
tne Prince well knowing the tortune of that Ce#le to de- 
pend upon tha: T owney refolvedtopurſue His firſt pur. 
pole, and to leave the Caſte ro-come in afterwards. 
Therefore on Mwndey morning, having only ſent His own 
Regiment with Lieutenant Colonell © Neale, anda ſtrong 
party of Dragoenersto keop watch on the Cyrenceſter (ide; 
at night when the grofſe of the Army was marcht up, the

inquartered 
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mquattered inthe open fields by Heling,lome two miles 
from the Caſtle, | 
Vpon Thurſday morning February the ſecond, came ir 


more Dragooners, With another Regimear of Horſe, un- 
der Colonell $ /ater: as alfo two demi-canons for bartery, 
ſhooting 18. pound bullet , and a Mortar. piece to ſhoot 


Granedoes; All theſe atthc RendeFwores ſhort of Cyrerr+ 
fter, were preſented untothe Prence, by Coloncll Hews; 
Wentworth: andthe men in the following fight, divided 
among the other Regiments. Hereupon, His Highnefle 
riding before to take view of the neerer part of the Town, 
{cft Lieutenant Colonel! Lunsford with his Dragovners, 
to attack it onthat North quarter, His Seconds was my 
Lord of Carnarvans Regirr:ent of Horſe 3nd within 15 ©, 
paces of the Spitr/e.gate, di\ Monſier (t Roche plant 
his Mortar-piece. 

1he Prince ( after {ome ſhots of Canzo», made at Him) 
now returning to His Troopes, and Prayers now ended 
through allthe Regiments, led on beyond the Towne, 
arranging His Battaglions in the Barton: field at the Weſt 
end of Cyrenceſter. Vpon which, beforc we fail on, 'tis 
necefſ>ry rodcfcribe the Poſts and Works in ſight, that 
wereto be fi:ſt fallen upon. 

'Tisa Town of many ſtreets; and 2000, Communi- 
cants: and (as ſe: ms) by that paity, eiteccmed the very 
key of Gloceſterjhrre on that quarter: fo that much of 
their Reſt being let upon it, they had uſed all induſtry for 
the fortifying it: which allo (for a Village) was very 
ſtrong in it's naturall {cituation. Tis more then halte in- 
compaſſed with watcr,a grea: part with a high wall, the 
reſt by ſtrong works ſccurcd. The Gardens and backfides, 
be divided by many low dry ſtone walls, as hoo y 
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Breſtworkes; and one ſo ſerving tor retreats unto the 0. 
ther,that had the defendants courage t? maintaina ſecond, 
after they were put to retreatour of the firſt, we muſt have 
diſputed every wailand garden with them. The ſtreets 
were barricadocd up with chaines, harrowes, and wag« 
ons of bayinsor Riſe buſhes. Each cnd ot the high, ſtreee 
cading through the Towne, was ſecured againſt Horſe 
with ſtrong Slaghr-boomes, which our men call Turxe. 
pikes. Two Cavalliers or Batteries they had, one at the 
South. weſt corner,on M* Posles garden mount, and on it 
twoironSakersto command the ficld, the Prince drew 
up in, andro {cowre the entrance into the Towne, An 0- 
ther in Georges backſide at the South-eaſt corner , upon 
Crekelade way, and on it an Iron Minion pecce, In Sir 
William Maſters gardena braſle Saker , oppoled againſt 
our Morter, and L.Coionell £unsfords quarter, In the 
Market place, an Iron Saker. and theſe five were all their 
Ordnance. The Sakets ſhot fix pound ball, and the Mi- 
nion tower, The chiet Commanders, were M* Tohn Fet- 
rtiplacea Country Gentleman, Colonell and Governor; 
and Carrea Seotchman Licutenant-Colonell;the manthey 
moſt rclied upon; and who affurcd chem the day betore, 
He would keep the Towne againit 20000, men, Captain 
Buck(a bufic Mercer of Hampton-rade)hada cowards wit 
with him: and that morning ſhifted himſelfe out of the 
Towne, under pretcnce to ferch in more forces. The 
Towne( as appears by the Slain and Priſoners) had ſome 
2000, men init. namely of Towneſmen, Train-bands, 
and Blew. Coats of my Lord Stemforas Regiment: halte of 
which Regiment wcre gone to Sadlye Caſtle before; 
with moſt of their Hor/e and Dragooners. | 
The chict Poſts or Works (in fight) our men were to 
give 
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given upony were Mr Poo/es mount, with the high 
arden wall, rcaching from the Lane to the Mount 
ourhward. Then on the other fide the Lane, was Giffard: 
houſe ( the Barton houſe) and a ſquare high Garden wall 
lyned with Muskettiers, with other works, 

Laſtly, onthe left hand of this by GleceFer ſtreet end, 
overa voyd ground, ſome fixe or eight ſcore between, 
were two water Milles, with great & many works & walls 
among. By this runns the River and other Waters, 
There ſtood a (olonrs, Onrother fide the Fowne and Ri. 
ver,my Lord of Carnarvas & L. Colonell Lunsford, had 
the Spirtle-gateto attack , detendea by high walls and 
works, and houſes, whoſe Eavcs were lincd with Muſ. 
quetiers, and the brafſe Saker to play upen them. On 
Georges mount, was Captain Seimor, with his Compa- 
nic, Thus was Cyrenceſter fortified : now ſee how 
(Maugreall this) by Gods bleſſing, it was taicen. 

The Prince inthe Berton. field aforeſaid , drawing up 
His Battaglions, commended the Right ſide or wing, to 
my Lord Wentworth, Sergeant Mayor genera!l of the Dra- 
gooners. The Left wing the Prince himſelf erook, come 
mittine the Batrel/ or Middle-ward to Lieutenant gene- 
rall Wilmot, Vnder my Lord Wentworth, were his own 
Dragooners, my Lord of Nerthampions, Sir Edmwad 
Duncombs, and Lieutenant. Colonell Drwryes. Theſe 
were ſeconded by Sir Thema Byron. with the Prince of 
Wales His Horſe Regiment. In the Lefe wing was Colo. 
nell Yer with his own, and ſome 400, of thoſe com. 
manded men, that morning brought in by Colonel] Hen. 
rg Wentworth, He was ſeconded by Prince Rur nxr 8 Gwn 
Regiment, commanded by Lieutenant Colonel} © zeele, 
nd he face and ſtrong Troop of His Highnefle Life.

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him. Now the relt of Kirkss Regimcnt, under Licute. 
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guards, commanded by Sir Richard Crane. Inthe Butell 
was Colonell Lews K irke, with five hundred comman- 
ded men: being ſeconded by His Highncfle Prince Mas. 
rice Regiment, The Reſerve, wascommitted to Sir John 
Byron: who with his Horle Regiment was to guard the 
Reere,and ts ſend out Scoutes & Patroles, thatnone intime 
o1 fight might tali upon us. | 

The Word was 9wucen Mary: wiiich given, the order 
of the aſſault was thus. Firſt were thirty Muſquetietrs 
drawn out ot Colonell Xirks men, for a Forlorne hope: 
led by Lieutenant S* 1ohns, who pciformed his part 
bravely. Theſe were commanded by Lievtenant Gene. 
rall Wilmot, who marchtalong by them, to dire them 
where and how to tall on. Bcing almoſt atthe firſt hedge 
and Cloſe,betorc and betwixt Grff «rds and Pooles garden 
walles, the Lieutenant Gcnerall ſcat a Mrniſter back rg 
the Princeto advance the Cannon, ſor ({2ics he) we are als 
ready almoſt in thehedge. Arthat hedge and thelow wall 
beyond it, was theskirmiſh began: S* /ohns giving taire 
fier, to beat the enemies out of ir. There was he ſhot in 
the Legge witha Slug bullet, and notable toadvance far. 
ther, bad his mcn goc on couragiouſly. To ſecond thefe 


thirty, Colonell.K:irke by and by ſent Captain Atzn and 


ſixty Muſquetiers more ;, with a Lieutenant and Serge- 
ant. Afterthis, the whole Regimearcame downthe hull, 
oatcack their delign'd Poſt: which was Grffords Barton

ant Generall V:lmot: who (by all mens confeſſion) be. 
.hav'd himſcltec fo. gallantly; with ſuch judgement com- 
- manding, & by lo much valor leading thorow the thick- 
eſt of the danger;that the victory is. much beholding to 


nant 
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nant Colonell Zoytern, Serjcam Major Windehank , Cap- 
eain Wivell, Captain Gerard, Captain Radelrffe,and others, 
coming forwards, atterſome hot volleyes beat the enc- 
my from the hedge, to the garden wall aforeſaid. Vpon 
which our men running under the wall, and ſome ſetting 
cheir backscloſetoir, Aung ſtones over their heads into 
it, By this time were Colonel Y ſer and my Lord Wenr- 
worthcomne into this work from their ſeverall Po#s ( as 
in cheir order we ſhall ſee) ſo thatthe enemy beaten oue of 
the Howſe, Works, and Wall, retired, with more haſt 
then order, thorow Cicely hill rotheir firſt Turnepike, 
ours purſuing the retreat uponthem, in blood and cxccu. 
tion. In this {ervice, Lieutenant Colonell Leytex , Secje. 
ant Major Wþ *ndebawk, Ciptain Radcliff, and Captain Ge- 
rard, were taken good notice of : bath before the enemies 
retreat, and after ir, Lieurenant Colonel{ Layrers horle, 
was ſhot thorow the neck, and Major Windebants horſe 
killd under him within the Towne. Captain Gerer'd 
brought up a and of Pikes: and Caprain Raacliff, the 
Reere, with good courage, Other Captains wonn their 
due honours, though I have no particular, but only gene- 
rall relirions of them, 

Colonell YFfer by the Prince commanded: to {econd 
Colonell Kirk, had 400. commanded men with him, 
belides thoſe of his own Regiment, He drawing his Pikes 
int9a body, in the middle, flanckt them on both hands 
with the tiwo diviſions of Muſquetiers of his own Regi. 
ment. The commanded Muſquetiers, hein ſeverall divi. 
ſions ſent down forthe ſeconding of thoſe that were al. 
ready skirmiſhing inthe hedges. Atter which, with his 
Body of Pikes, and the rwo divifions of his own Regi. 
ment, he fell on both fides of Grfferds houſe, which ( 17. 
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deed) his order was to fire, The Pikes marching for- 
wardsto the lane,by turning aſide a waggon of Riſe- Buſh - 
es,cleered the avenur,and ſoentred, But the Colonell per. 
ceiving the garden wall ( within which the enemics mul. 
kettiers ſtood)too high tobe entred on the forcfide, found 
a way to get into it onthe back (ide. There were the cne- 
mies ſtill (hooting at Colonell Xirks men, both from the 
Works and windowes + but diverſe of them,now running, 
ſome fourteen were hereabouts killed, He thus gotten to 
the houſe, witha Fire-pikein his hand, both troubled their 
ſhooting from the windowes; and by and by ſec firetorhe 
boulſc,and ſome Stacks and Ricks by it, So did the Soul- 
dictsto other ſtacks - which made the place roo hore and 
ſmoaky for the enemy. This done,he thinking by turning 
back thoro the garden and lane to get into the Towne, 
was hindred by theriver : ſothat facing about to the 
Right, hetherefellinto the Reere of his owne Right-hand 
Diviſien. This, ( fince Major Hutchinſon was ſhot) was 
led by Captain Morriſon, Captain Y avaſor, and Sir Willi. 
am Neale, Skout-maiſter generall: who being a Voluntier, 
behaved himſclte with his {word right mantully, 

By this time, Colonell X:rks,my Ld Wentworths, with 
Morriſons and Yavaſors men,being ſeas d uponthe Turne- 
pike that openeth into the Towne + He ſeeing no need of 
helpe there, march't with his owne Dziviſien up to the 
Bridge beyond the Twrxe-pike: where leaving a guard, he 
rurned on the lefc hand thorow lanes, to come at the ene. 
my.nowgathcring to ahead ar another Work, But they 
flying,left him their forſaken Colours. Turning thence 
back to advertiſe the Prince,he met his L. Colonell Wa/h- 
ingtow: whothen comming from his ſick bed, would yer 
needs be one inthe aftion:- and ſo witha Body of Muske- 
ers, advanced into the Towne.. All 
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All this while, was my L4 Wentworth and his.Wing, 1n 
25 hote skirmiſh, His PoZ,by order from the Prince, was 
to have fall'n tothe Southward, onthe right hand of 
Poeles -mount: being, indeed, the cafieſt entrance intothe 
Towne. But miſ-led by their guide, they fell into the 
Cloſeto the left hand of the mount:where they were both 
flanked from the Battery , and faced with ſhot from the 
high wall before them. This wall the Officers finding im- 

offible to force, drew tothe left hand into the Jane with 
Colonell Kirkes men: and entred the Twrne-prbetogether 
with therm, For now the enemy being bearen fromthe 
fide- Worke that guarded it, Captaine Alford, Licutenant 
Wharton, wi:h tome others of Sir Ed: Dwncombs Regi. 
ment,. brake over the walls on both fades, and centred a- 
mong the forme, 

Bur here find I ſome ciffererce, who ſhould firſt breake 
open this Turne-pike, Some lay, a Serj-ant of Colonel 
Duncombs brake off the ho: ſe-lock: others, that a Soul. 
dier of Colonell Yſſers, filld it with powder, and blew it 
oven, Bur,doubrlefle, many valiantmen at once afliſting, 
may cqually ſharerhe glory of it. Some difference there 
aiſois, who firſt entred the Trrne-prbe, But ſurcly, the 
way bcing broad, ſo many might enter it in ranck at oncey 
that many may bc ſaid to have miſt entred it. But being 
opened, Lievtenant Colonell Ruſſel riding formoſt,c rycd, 
the Towne u 04r5,follow, follow. Serjeant Major Compton, 
likewiſe,on foor led on bravely: both which Earles ſonnes 
by their forwardnefleand gallant courages, gained a great 
acceſſe ot honour in the eyes of the Prixce,and the whole 
Army. | 

The Fqotementhus ingaged, the Horſe Regiments kept 
their Stations at the "Townes end: the Princer Life-guards 

D-2 being 
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beiog by him drawn upto the very lane, and within it, 
Even under the coinmand of Pooles Battery: which with 
two pecccs inceſſantly plaid upon them, The Prence in his 
owne Perſon did like himſelfe: being ſtill inthe fire, and 
hoteſt vollics both of ſmall and great ſhott. ſtill riding 
npand down to give commands and mcouragements, 
Nowtothe Ordinance, to dire them: then to the Foot, 
even to the very head of rhe tormoſt.. oftimes ready to- 
alight, and lead upthe Foeoz- yea his valiant ſelfe firſt 
brought up choſe,thart firſt entred the Turne-prie: His pre. 
ſence infuſed ſpiritinto the Souldiers. O, theres the 
Prince (were fome heard ſay ) courage, [ets onbravely. So 
heartily did the Army confide in him z and fo gladly doe 
they all aſcribe the glory of the day to him, My Ls Dig6z, 
was neere the Prince, moſt of that day. 

His Highncs having notice by Col. Innes generall- Ad- 
jutant of the Foot, that the T@rne-pike was wonnec;preſent- 
ly commanded a For lorwe hope of fiveand twenty of his 
owne Life- guards, to fall intothe Towne, and by skow- 
rin? the ſtieets to make way forthe Foot, But the time not 
ſuffering to draw them out ofderly, about eight Gentle. 
men onely of the former Rancks,with Col. Ssrimſour Ge- 
nerall Adjutant of the Horle,advancing formoſt; purſued 
ſome of the enemies thorow the ſtreet and into by-lanes: 
Of them, the Earle of Cleveland (riding up to him) Pi. 
ftold one : andanother Gentleman then ſhot another, 
who in. his reeling , crycd Dogges, Dogees, Dogges ; 
till the mudd ſtopt up both his mouth and charity. 
Immediately after this Forlorwe hope, Sit Richard 
(rave with the Earle of Denbigh, my Lord Taff, 
and His Highneſſe whole Troop fell in, putting 
bigmaſcltc before the Foox.forces: where killing many, and 
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driving all before himghe advanc'd into theMarket-places 
There were ſome three hundred Foot diſcovered: and, at 
2corner, abour forty or fifty Horſe. Theſe fizd upon the 
ſpurre: and the Foot getting into the houſes , ſhot out at 
the windowes. The Market-place thus clcered, and Sir 
Richard Crane advancing Eaiſtward up Diers ſtreet, the 
cnemies Cannonier (a Spaniard) came running out of the 
Kings-head,to have fired a peece of Ordinance laden with 
Cafe. ſhox, tull upon the croopes of the Princes troop. He 
was flain by a Gentleman that rodc in betwixt the Span. 
ard and his peece, and Piſtol'd him. The Life. guards then 
paſſing on to another T#rapike at Diars ftreers cad; ſpycd 
3 body of two orthiee hundred enimics, ina Green or 
walled Cloſe onthe left hand. But the wall not ſuffering 
ours tocomeat them, Sir Richard (rave, (an old Soul. 
dicr himſelte) ſuſpeRing his enemy might have ſo much 
witand courage yet lefr, as ( perhaps) ſome ncerer way 
tochop into the Market-place, and {o cur off his retreat: 
retired himſclfe thither, and made that good, till the Foor 
came up. In the way hecut down diverſe, that again ap- 
peared inthe ſtreet: and the Foot coming in, the houles 
were ſercht; ſome kill'd; and the reſt made priloners, Co- 
lonell Fetrtyplace and Captain Warnferd , were now taken 
by Captain Alford, in the Lady 1ordens houſe, over 
which Colonell X#r& (now coming in) ſera guard; and 
that Captainto command it, Mr George a Boaent man 
was taken otherwhere. And now was the Town wholy 
raken on thatparr, 

Hitherto that ſtrong Peſt. at the Water- Milles on the 
left hand of Gifferds houſe, where the white and red Co- 
{ours ſtood, was not attempted: but the enemy there ſce- 
ing the Town takenanother way , took down their Co- 
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lours, and retreated inwards to a bridge and chain. Theſe 
were purſued thicher by Ser. Major Legg;where his Lieu. 
tenant Noland making a ſtind, was ſhot out at a window, 
Theenemy now perceiving our Horſe could not paffethe 
chaine, faccd about and gave thein a full volley: keeping 
their ground,till our Foot came up ard beat them fromir. 
Then was Payne ( a Clothier ) kill'd, with a Colours in 
his hand, My Lord Dion ( who was to have ſeconded 
Major Leze) was by the Prince commanded, ro march 
upand make good the Market-place : whither he came 
with his Troope , whilſt S* Richard Crane was gone 
thence tothe ſecond Trurne-prfe. 

Inthe mcan time, the enemy at the Sprzzle gate, con. 
tinued skirmiſking with Leiut, Coloneli Lunsford, & my 
Lord Carnarven; but hearing the Towne was taken; they 
lung down thcir Armes and ranne away incompany of 
tholc whom Sir Richard Crane Icft in the walled Cloſe: 
all, aftcr his rerrcat, cſcaping by the Streets end behind 
111m. Theſe were light upon by my Lord Carnarven: who 
whileſt Leiuc. Colonell Lunsford forced the Spittle-gate, 
and Sir Charles Lucas with part of the Regiment tell 1n by 
the Turnpike: made down the high way without the 
Town tothe Southward; and hadth= chaſe and exccuti- 
on of them. Bur his mercy brought them almoſt all in 
Priſoners, Perhaps too, Captain Seymor with his Com« 
pany fl.dthis way: who when Sir R:chard Crane ſcoured 
up Dtars ſtreet by them, forſooktheir guard and Colours 
at Georges Battcry, betore ever they ſaw an enemy, 

Now were the enemy allin fight; and ours in chaſe, 
Thoſe that fled towards (rekelade, were by the Princes 
command purlucd by Sir lohn Byron: whole men remem. 
bring Burford; kill'd above one hundred, and took as ma. 
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ny Priſoners. Among the reſt, two CAMiniſters, one MM: 
Stanfeildarmed back and breſt, with Sword and Piſtols. 
The other M* Gregory of Cyrenceſter, who lately aſſured 
his people, That he hadbegged that Towne ofthe Lord. At 
firſt entring the Town,both Cannoniers and Muſquetiers 
cd from Pooles battery, leaving their Co!ours ſtanding. 
whichthePrince ſent to take downe, andto make goud 
theptace. Theſe, His Highnefle Prince Maurice purſued; 
and ſome firſt overtaken, were there killed - but it being 
enough to proſtrate ones ſelfe to a Lyon, about three hundred 
ot them falling on heaps beforethe Princes tect; His mcr- 
cifulneſle plcas'd it felfe in making them all Priſoners, 
Thus wereall the Po#s of the Town taken. 

Ourgrcater Firemen, 'twere injuſtice ro forget - tor 
theterror ard fury of the Cannon, much cas'd the victory. 
On one ſide,the Granadoes were terrible: eſpecially atter 
they had fired one houſe. Ar tother end,the Ordinance 
werc thus diſpoſed. One of the Demz.canmnons, was bent a- 
o4inſt Pooles mount and Battery :and ſhooting thorow the 
Parapet; forc't away the Defendants. The other great 
pecce, at randome rang'd her bullets into the Town : 
kild one Cannonicr in the Market-place, and made a ter- 
rible rufling among the houlcs, Ot the fower Icſler preces, 
ewo were bent upon the firſt hedge : .and two upon the 
corner of the wall. At firſt entring the Towne, the Prince 
hearing ſome encmies to be ſtill in Pooles houſe, ſent for 
one {mall peece, and two Petards to forcethe gate: bur 
finding no oppoſition, cither there or elſewhere; the Or- 
dinance all marched into the Market-place. 

Thus have you here related, what was aQed by all the 
parts of the Kings Army, uponevery part of the Town, 
Andthus was the confident (yrencefter in an hower and 
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halfes fight, and with the loſſe of lefſe then ewenty men, 
on our fide, fully taken in on all parts: (though di. 
verſe of them be fince dead of poylon'd bullets.) By the 
Munday after , but nine of ours had been buryedin the 
Church and Churchyard : and ſome fiveor (ixc elſe. 
where, which were all I heard of. Slain of cheirs,thoſle that 
thank teweſt, judge three hundred , others think more. 
The eruthis, we could fee but few men lefr at all inthe 
Town: plainly they hid their dead and wounded men in 
thcir houſes; whereof we heard many fince buried in one 
night: bur the moſt falling inthe fieldsin chaſe, we could 
get no preciſe notice ot their numbers. Priſoners wee 
brought away about twelve hundred: which ſhowes the 
Princes and the Cavaliers mercy, as the Captives them. 
(clves acknowledge. Of Colours taken,one Horſe Corner, 
two of Dragooners, and fourteen Foot Exſignes, Ot 
Armes, abundance were drawn out of the waters: belides 
thoſerakenin thc houſes. All their five pecces of Ordi. 
nance, we tound ſtanding in their places: Among the Pri- 
ſoners were ſome 160, wounded: whom the Prince nexc 
day ſeat His Surgeon and Doctor, and Chaplains to 
drefle and viſit. Since His Highnefle comming thence, 
diverſe concealed wounded men have crept abroad: of 
which ſome dyed. 

Three things would not be forgotten. One, how the 
dying men inthe very fight cryed out”; that Sir Robert 
Cook, M* Stevens, M* George, and their Preachers, had 
»naonethem.Whereby you leegthat whenGod by afflitis 
gives underſtanding, the juſtnefle of that cauſe cannor (a. 
tisſy the conſcience of the dying. The ſecond noteis,con- 
cerningthe meansuſed by thar fide, tor getting the poore 
Country people to ſerve under them inthe Towne, ape” 
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of the Priloners confeſſed # and others liave made it 
200d) how that the Gentlemen and Clothiers threatncd 
them they ſhould have no work. Others that they ſhould 
be plundred, Others werCc violently ferchr trom their 
houſes by Drageoners, and madc ect up behind them. O- 
thers were dragg'd from thcir Ploughs, and others com- 
ming intothe Towneabout buſineſſe, were there detai- 
ned, and threatnedto be ſhot, if they offered to get our. 
This isthe liberty of the Subject. And the third obſcr- 
vation isconcerning the ſubtilty uſed ro make this poore 
people fight: which was by telling them, the King had 
none but a rabble of poore ragged fellowecs, But the Pri- 
{onersamazed to ſee ſuch numbers of gallant Gentry to 
comcuponthem, their hearts ſunke within them. And 
when they ſaw again how mcrcifull theſe Gentry were in 
granting Quarterto them at the firſt beggine : they ac. 
knowledgcd themſelves rwicc conquered, both by Coy 
rage,and by Curtely. 

For Governor of the Townc, the Prince left his dea: 
brother Prince Mayrice His Highnellc, with His Regi- 
ment of Horſe:and under Him Colonell X:irke, with on: 
thouſand Foot and Dragoonets: wiio [ bulceve, will nor 
ſocheaply part with it, 

Mor was Cyrenceſter only conquered by this Victory, 
but the Caſtlesof Swale and Berckley, were upon the 
tame of it forſaken by the enemies. So were Tewksbury 
and the Yies. Malmsbury likewiſe, the next morning ſent 
their ſubmiſſion, ſubſcribed with their chief hands: an 
hath reccived Licu: Colonell Zansford for Governor, 
with foure hundred Foot: and Ceprain Curſoxs Troop of 
Horſe. Onthe Munday after,the Country Gentlemen in- 
vitcd by the Princes Lettersto CyrenceFer, in the name 
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of the County aſſented to a,Gontributtin of 4000l@4% 4 
Moneth:and to advance 3090t preſently for raiſing St 
Regiment for His Majeſtics lervice, and ſateguard of euWW#$ 
County; with promile of doing more, when-their Quar- Uh 
ters (hou Id be inlarged by the coming in of more of the Z; 
County, Wh 

God be bleſlced tor his Victory, Hegrant the cxampief
